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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed February 7th 2006 
are not persuasive because the Frigo et al. reference teaches that the RF body coil 56 is part of the RF transceiver system and magnet 
assembly of col. 2 line 41 through col. 3 line 8, in combination with col. 4 lines 29-60 especially col. 2 line 64 through col. 3 line 8 in 
combination with col. 4 lines 29-55 that is the RF body coil 56 is used in combination with the simultaneous acquisition of MR signals 
from multiple coils, or is capable of being used separately from the array of coils to aquire (i.e. receive) MR signals. 

Applicant's argument in the last paragraph on page 5 of the February 7 th 2006 after-final response is not persuasive, because a 
"consideration" by the examiner, is a statement of an actual interpretation by the examiner on what a reference actually teaches, 
discloses and sets forth and is not a "suggestion" as argued by applicant. The rejections set forth in the final rejection are under 102 ( e ), 
not 103 (a). Contrary to applicant's argument, the examiner has never stated that the applied reference fails to anticipate the claimed 
invention. 

All of the rejections of claims 1-20 were made under 102 (e) r therefore applicant's arguments on page 6 in paragraphs 1-3 are not 
persuasive. 
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
